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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicants' amendment filed on 3/27/2008 was received. Claims 1 , 26, 27, 28, 
30 are amended and 2-21 , 24 and 32 are cancelled. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see page 8, paragraph 4-5, filed 3/27/2008, with respect 
to Fig. 2-3 of the applicant have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 1 , 22-23, 25-31 , and 33-41 have been withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 1 , 22-23, 25-31 , 33-41 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record (EP 0774736, US PGPUB 2004/02291 1 1 A1 , JP 
2001-305624) do not anticipate or suggest or render obvious the invention as recited in 
the independent claim. 

While EP '736 teaches a housing for a tachograph, neither EP '736 nor the 
remaining prior art of record would reasonably lead one of ordinary skill in the art to 
arrive at the invention as currently claimed. For example, the prior art of record does not 
reasonably teach or suggest of the claimed fastening means arranged to be accessible 
exclusively from the interior of the housing and bearing surface of the basic body bears 
at least partially on the outer side of the wall of the housing and there is nothing taught 
by the prior art of record to reasonably arrive at the claimed configuration.
